DNR Funding Crisis 

“In terms of the Park Improvement Fund, the deficit is 
$400,000 in fiscal year 2008; it grows to $6.8 million in 
2009. This deficit grows as a result of inflationary impacts 
and flat revenues.” Becky Humphries, DNR Director. 

This is gloomy news for all state park users. The DNR 
cannot run deficits and there either needs to be increased 
revenues or drastically cut expenses (e.g. closed parks.) 

As mentioned previously, DNR state parks don’t receive 
any taxpayer support. Roughly speaking, campers cover 
two-thirds of the budget costs while annual and daily park 
pass sales cover the remainder. 

And to make matters worse, recent spikes in gas prices 
have led to reductions in camping revenues for 2006. 

But perhaps the worst news is that as of our publication 
deadline, the state legislature has yet to approve a bill al¬ 
lowing the DNR to sell park passes in 2007. The Governor 
has said she expects to sign the bill, but that doesn’t help 
much if the House doesn’t pass the bill. 

State Parks are not the only DNR division facing a funding 
crisis. The Wildlife division has faced years of declining 
hunting and fishing licenses sales. Our State Forest Rec¬ 
reation Fund is meagerly funded by campers. Trail users, 
including mountain bikers currently don’t contribute to ei¬ 
ther. 

While some in the hunting and fishing groups have pro¬ 
posed trail user passes, the DNR doesn’t favor the idea for 
numerous reasons, including: it won’t generate enough 
money to right the DNR finances; State forests and game 
areas are un-staffed and lack enforcement staff; and it’s 
often difficult to know when you’re on the 3.9 million acres 
of state forest land or not - it’s not all marked. 


The MMBA is staying very involved in this process. We do 
not want to see state park closures. We want to see addi¬ 
tional funding for the state forest recreation fund so we can 
enhance and expand our forest pathways. 

The next step is we will be meeting with other DNR stake¬ 
holder groups in January to get everyone at the table and 
start working towards a permanent solution. We’ll keep 
you posted. 


Rockport Rocks! 

Do you crave East Coast style singletrack with roots and 
rocks, but don’t have time to drive to the Upper Penin¬ 
sula? The solution in the future might be in Alpena. 

I recently visited the DNR 4,300 acre Rockport property 
just north of Alpena. This terrain looked just like it was 
transported from New England with exposed rock, roots, 
and no sand except along the shoreline. While there are 
no big elevation changes on the property, the terrain is 
very interesting. There's also an abandoned limestone 
quarry and sinkholes. The geology is the same as Drum¬ 
mond Island. 

What’s interesting is I was on the nearby Norway Ridge 
trail just south of Alpena that quite sandy and completely 
different. 

The potential for very technically advanced singletrack 
trails at Rockport is great. 

Recently our Citizen's Committee for Michigan State 
Parks recommended the land go through the DNR man¬ 
agement process. The DNR has since received grant 
funding to begin planning. After that we can propose trail 
construction. The only bump in the trail is this land has a 
lot of local use issues that need to be resolved first. 

For now anyone can ride the existing very narrow two- 
track, but beware of ORV ruts. 

Bikers on NPR 


In October, National Public Radio (NPR) aired a segment 
on mountain biking and really shed a very positive light on 
us. IMBA is prominently featured in the segment. Accord¬ 
ing to the NPR story, “Just a few years ago mountain bik¬ 
ers were considered a menace by hikers and environmen¬ 
talists. But the view is changing.”

Election Outcome 


Hopefully everyone had an opportunity to cast their vote in 
the November’s elections. The question now is how might 
the outcome affect the MMBA and cycling in Michigan. 

With Democrats taking Congress, Congressman Knollen- 
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berg is no longer chair of the Appropriations sub¬ 
committee on Transportation. The MMBA has a good 
working relationship with the Congressman and he's been 
a trails supporter. 

On the positive side, Rep. James Oberstar of Minnesota is 
now the chair of the Transportation and Infrastructure com¬ 
mittee. Oberstar is one of the biggest cycling supporters in 
Washington DC and was the primary sponsor for the Safe 
Routes to School program. 

I'm not sure how a Democrat-controlled State House af¬ 
fects us yet. We'll know more once the committee assign¬ 
ments are announced. 

State Senators Birkholz and McManus won easily. Both 
have been major supporters of parks and cycling. Senator 
Birkholz is returning as chair of the Senate Natural Re¬ 
source committee. 

Mountain bikers and State Rep's Ed Clemente and Daniel 
Acciavatti were both re-elected to the House. Andy Levin 
who used to mountain bike before starting a family lost a 
close battle for a seat in the State Senate. 

State Senator Mike Bishop was re-elected and is the new 
Senate majority leader. This is huge. The MMBA's been 
working closely with the Senator since he was in the 
House. He's also been one of the biggest trail supporters 
in Lansing. 

State Rep. Bob Gosselin was term limited but won a seat 
on the Oakland County Commission. We worked with Bob 
in the past on trails in Rochester and he said he'd like to do 
more. 

Rochester Hills and Oakland Township both passed trail 
millages. A portion of Rochester Hills’ millage will go to¬ 
wards surfacing the Clinton River Trail. 

Representing MTBs 

We’d like to thank those who have attended planning 
meetings with land agencies across Michigan. This is 
really one of the best ways to get mountain biking and 
trails initiated at parks. I was told by the Metroparks plan¬ 
ner that mountain bikers attending their recent meetings 
had a major impact. 

Bov Scouts discussing new mtb trail 

The MMBA has been meeting with the Boy Scouts of 
America (BSA) Detroit-Area Council about creating a 
mountain bike trail at their Cole Canoe Base near Rose 
City. This fall Jim Crissman of the Northeast Chapter and I 
were given a riding tour the existing camp trails. There's 
plenty of land and the terrain could lead to some very cool 
trail. 


Jim also gave a brief slideshow overview of the Eagle 
Scout project and other portions of the Midland City For¬ 
est. 

The next step is they are discussing the proposal with 
other groups within the BSA-DAC. There are two compo¬ 
nents: the trail and the programs that would use the trail. 

We're also discussing how a joint MMBA-BSA partnership 
would work. Could we provide trail volunteers and leader¬ 
ship in exchange for having access to the trails? (Not 
unlike Owasippe). 

It's fair to say that Jim and I are pretty excited about the 
potential, not only for new trail, but to introduce genera¬ 
tions of Scouts to mountain biking and trail construction. 

RIF/RTP Trail Grants announced 

RIF/RTP grants come from a portion of the state and fed¬ 
eral gas taxes. The grants are spent for trails on DNR 
land. Here are some highlights from the 2006-2007 list of 
trail projects recommended and approved for funding. 

On State Forest land: 

* Grand Traverse & Benzie Counties: Provide new path¬ 
way trail between two existing trails - Lake Ann Pathway 
and Lost Lakes Pathway, for hiking, mountain biking, cross 
country skiing, as well as enhanced interpreting potential. 

* Osceola County: Renovate 100 year old railroad trestle 
over the Muskegon River on the Pere Marquette Trail. 

* GPS all state forest pathways, walking trails under 
FMFM's management. Use collected data to develop loca¬ 
tion and trails maps for each facility to be displayed on the 
DNR's web site. 

Within State Parks: 

1. $100,000 for maintenance on Lakelands, Hart- 
Montague, and Fred Meijer White Pine trail. This money 
will be used to provide assistance to the local units of gov¬ 
ernment and non-profit partners. Funding will also be used 
to allow PRD staff to conduct repairs to linear trails. 

2. $11,000 to complete engineering study, preliminary de¬ 
sign and permitting for trail connections - Bald Mountain, 
Paint Creek, M-24 safety paths. 

3. $85,000 to upgrade and improve Andersen Trail (Bay 
City). 

4. $65,000 to complete engineering study for bridges for 
Kamikaze and US-41 trails (Ft. Wilkins). 

5. $238,000 to complete construction of boardwalk along 
Big Sable River and ADA walkway (Ludington). 

6. $183,000 for final engineering and construction to con¬ 
nect state park trail system at Sterling to City of Monroe’s 
trail system. 

7. $28,500 for engineering study and design for the con- 
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version of and existing loop trail to a universally accessible 
interpretive trail (Port Crescent). 

8. $11,000 for grooming and maintaining designated cross 
country ski trail (Porcupine Mountains Wilderness State 
Park). 

9. $20,000 to complete an engineering study for Presque 
Isle Suspension Bridge (Porcupine Mountains State Park). 

10. $50,000 for trail signage at multiple State Parks. 

Some disappointing news 

While DNR Parks submitted 16 grant applications, only 10 
were funded. The $25,000 grant we had sought to expand 
the Beck Road parking lot for mountain bikers at Maybury 
did not make the cut. We are looking at alternative funding 
sources. 

Making the Stubwav trails legit near Midland 

Recentl7 the MMBA met with the DNR to discuss the 
Stubway trails within the Au Sable State Forest northwest 
of Midland. The Stubway is not an official state forest path¬ 
way and was never approved by the DNR. There are 
many concerns but foremost is the trail's design and how 
it's causing environmental impact through some wetland 
areas. 

After much discussion, the DNR asked us to create a for¬ 
mal proposal for making the Stubway an official trail which 
is properly designed, requires minimal maintenance and 
avoids the wet, sensitive areas of the state forest. We 
agreed to do that. 

The MMBA Northeast Chapter will be working on the pro¬ 
posal with the local DNR to make sure we have a win-win 
solution. We want to make sure our official trail provides 
enough distance (20-30 miles) and challenge so that there 
will not be anymore illegal trail building. We’re also looking 
at including the Black Creek campground (one of the nic¬ 
est state forest campgrounds I've seen). Eventually we'll 
work with M-DOT to propose a connector trail across US- 
10 to the thirteen miles of trail Pine Haven.

North Country Trail 

It was recently noted that a new North Country Trail bro¬ 
chure for the Northern Lower Peninsula states: “The Har¬ 
bor Springs Chapter of the NCTA, and the DNR do not 
recommend any wheeled vehicles or snowmobiles on the 
trail from Sturgeon Bay to Mackinaw City.” 

We spoke with DNR state forest staff and they do not 
make such a recommendation. The only state forest path¬ 
ways they don't recommend biking on are the two that are 
closed to biking: the Jordan River Valley and Mason Tract. 
And according to the Wilderness State Park Unit Supervi¬ 


sor, “I don't feel that the statement on NCT maps accu¬ 
rately represents our position. I think we need to let the 
trail users know that there may be difficult and closed ar¬ 
eas, but I certainly don't want to discourage such use of 
the park in the designated areas.” 

On a similar note, the Wilderness State Park is looking to 
form a Friends group. If you are interested in participat¬ 
ing, contact Richard Hill Jr. at (231)436-5381. 

Stony’s 10 th Anniversary 

From a 1997 Romeo Observer article: “The explosive 
popularity of mountain biking in the 1990s is starting to 
take its toll on the cross-country skiing trails ate Stony 
Creek Metropark. In response, bikers from the MMBA 
have taken the initiative to help with the trail maintenance 
before mountain bikes are prohibited.” 

Back then, Peg Gutmann led the Southeast Chapter in 
designating, designing, and building new trails at Stony. 
Most of the Rollercoaster singletrack was built in 1998. 

And we’ve kept our commitment to those trails. The most 
recent Metroparks Biennial Report says, “At Stony Creek 
Metropark, the MMBA buys materials and performs about 
90% of the maintenance on the mountain bike trails.” 

New Trails Guv 

We welcome Chris Loudenslager as the new trails coordi¬ 
nator for the Huron-Manistee National Forest Baldwin Dis¬ 
trict. Chris is responsible for all trails within the Baldwin 
District, including the North Country Trail.

DNR FUNDING 

A recent report from the hunting and fishing license workgroup developed the following recommendations for funding 
the DNR: “To get beyond the almost total reliance on user fees from a sub-set of outdoor recreationists and benefici¬ 
aries of conservation programs, the ultimate need is for a long-term major conservation funding source that acknowl¬ 
edges the benefits of stewardship, outdoor recreation and public lands to Michigan's quality of life, economy, positive 
image, culture, environment and the health of the people. Such a source needs to meet the following criteria: 

• Generate sufficient revenue 

• Rise with inflation 

• Provide relatively steady source of funding 

• Support by the broadest spectrum of public, including non-residents 

• Long-lived 

• Inexpensive to administer 

• Fund conservation programs that have benefits to citizens and visitors

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Trust Fund Grants Announced 

The Michigan Natural Resources Trust Fund is Michigan's pri¬ 
mary funding source for parkland and trail acquisition. And, a 
portion of this funding is spent developing parks and trails. Lo¬ 
cal communities, counties, the Metroparks, DNR, and others 
apply for these funding and it's very competitive. 

The money comes from royalties on oil and gas wells on state- 
owned land. 

The 2006 grants were just announced: $27.8 million for land 
acquisition and another $8.3 million for development. 

MMBA’S SUPPORTING ROLE 

The MMBA has become more and more involved in helping 
applicants get their grant money. We've written numerous let¬ 
ters of support for projects that benefit mountain bikers. This 
year we helped St. Clair County Parks (new MTB trails), the 
Metroparks (Kensington to Milford trail) and Oakland County 
Parks (Bald Mountain to Addison trail). Many grant applicants 

ADDISON OAKS CONNECTOR 

I just spoke with Oakland County Parks and they're very disap¬ 
pointed that this trail connector barely missed the funding cut¬ 
off. That said, the letters MMBA members sent in from the Ad¬ 
dison Oaks races were "well received." In fact, Oakland County 
Parks plans on doing something similar for other grant applica¬ 
tions in the future. 

They do plan on resubmitting the grant request for next year 
with a few tweaks. In the meantime we proposed building a 
temporary singletrack alternative that would at least connect 
Bald Mountain and Addison Oaks. They are interested and we 
will be discussing our brief proposal in the near future.

• Belle River Property Acquisition St. Clair County 
$1,408,000 Acquisition of 300 acres with 1.5 miles of Belle 
River frontage for future development as a passive county park. 

• State Trailways Acquisition Initiative $1 ,500,000 Acqui¬ 
sition of approximately 220 miles of rail corridor in the upper 
and lower peninsulas. 

• Grand Ledge Riverwalk Eaton County $192,100 2,500 
linear foot extension of the Grand Ledge Riverwalk, connecting 
multiple parks, improving fishing access, and providing access 
to 5 acres of riparian wetlands along the Grand River in down¬ 
town Grand Ledge. 

• Milford to Kensington Metropark Trail Oakland County 
$400,000 Development of approximately 2.9-mile non- 
motorized trail through Kensington Metropark to Milford Dam. 

• Iron Industry Museum Interpretive Trail System Mar¬ 
quette County$261,600 Development of a two mile non- 
motorized interpretive trail system along the Carp River includ¬ 
ing scenic and historical overlooks and informational kiosks. 

• Lake Lansing Trail Ingham County $358,300 Develop¬ 
ment of 2.5 mile pathway and accessible fishing pier providing 
access to Lake Lansing, Lake Lansing South County Park, Me¬ 
ridian Township parks, and natural areas. Future connector will 
connect to Lansing River Trail at Michigan State University. 

• Rogue River Trail Network Extension - Peppier Park 

Kent County $222,700 1,600 foot boardwalk and bituminous 
extension of the Rouge River Trail Network through Peppier 
Park in downtown Rockford. 

• Sanford Lake Park Improvements Midland County 
$235,900 Improvements to Sanford Lake Park to include pavil¬ 
ions, restrooms, rail/trail connector and play structure. 

• Hubbell Hubbell Pond Park Non-Motorized Trail Oak¬ 
land County $297,000 Development of a one mile, 10-foot wide 
paved trail from Milford Dam north through Hubbell Pond Park.

Southeast Chapter News 

The quarterly meeting was held on 11/15/06 at Jimi's in 
Royal Oak. Joy Foy (VP) reported that we have recorded 
3185 hours of trail work in the SE Chapter this year. 

Some trails have not reported their hours, so make sure to 
get your hours into Joe. Below is more information from 
the meeting. 

Trail Updates: 

Addison- Park and planners are still reviewing new sec¬ 
tions. There is discussion about building a trail connector 
between Bald Mountain and Addison. There are plans to 
get carsonite signs at Addison. 

Bald Mountain- Still needs a Trail Coordinator. Bald 
Mountain will be involved in the connector. 

Bloomer- Some switchbacks and descending turns need 
work. 

Commerce- Trail is in good shape. There is some formal 
document with the township to have stunts for freeriding. 

Highland- Work is needed cutting low trees in the C loop. 

Island Lake Recreation Area- Two reroutes are done and 
the third is being planned. There is a meeting scheduled 
about the switchback on the blue loop to use the rolling 
terrain versus flat area without losing or adding too much 
trail. The bridge and crossing by the railroad will each 
need a feasibility study. There is discussion on whether it 
is privately owned and leased by the rail company. The 
trail ranger is on winter hiatus, so please move anything 
blocking the trail. 

Lakeshore/Novi- The city contributed 3 yards of crushed 
limestone to fix the trail where needed. In October, the 
pump track opened. It is still being tweaked. There will be 
a trail day in the spring. 

Milford- There is a new trailhead. The trail is now 4.7 
miles. There is a two way bridge. The TC is working on 
signage. Come ride it- it is technical with Hermann’s 
Humper, the historic Hippy Bowl and lots of vertical which 
has great climbing and views. 

Munson- There are lots of leaves on the trail now, but win¬ 
ter night riding is ongoing. There will be a December holi¬ 
day ride. 

Orion Oaks- This is another new trail with lots of climbing. 
Official mileage still being determined 


Rouge- Trail is complete from Tireman north to Joy (west 
side of River), and flagging has begun on the east side of 
the river for the return from Joy back to Tireman. Flagging 
'north of Joy will begin after this return leg is completed. 

Stony Creek- The skills park project is in progress; esti¬ 
mates on stunts and funding are being collected. The 
pump track is going to be 370 feet long; the skills area will 
be a couple of acres near the meadow area from the west 
branch beach area. 

Maybury - Guest speaker at the meeting was Thomas Bis- 
sett, the DNR Manager from Maybury. The winter trail is a 
foot in the door to show that a trail can have success in 
winter with responsible trail use. No one expects 100% 
compliance, as there will be some trail damage or drive 
over. But if we can show we’ve had responsible use, 1.5 
miles, and then show good examples with responsible rela¬ 
tionship with user groups. A state park is revenue based 
not tax dollars, so user fees keep them alive. The rangers 
will be monitoring the trail over winter to see what hap¬ 
pens. Then, they have to go to the District Supervisor to 
let her know what happened. There will be a report card 
after the winter season. Actual data like pictures before 
and after to back up measurements will be available in offi¬ 
cial Michigan documents. He said we can’t guarantee five 
miles next year even with a successful year now, but it will 
be closed next year if this year has damage. 

MMBA Chapter Realignment discussion: 

There was a discussion on the proposal changing the bor¬ 
ders of the Southeast and PLRA chapters to make chap¬ 
ters that are more equal in size and membership. The pro¬ 
posed border would be Woodward starting in downtown 
Detroit, Northeast to M-59, then west on M59. The meet¬ 
ing included members of the PLRA chapter, so that mem¬ 
bers of each chapter could ask questions and make any 
comments. The next step is a meeting by the State Board 
to discuss and vote upon the proposal. If passed, then 
both Chapter Presidents would meet with the State Board 
President and Executive Director to work out the details of 
new elections and the dividing of the chapter’s funds. The 
hope is, if this is approved by the board, to have new elec¬ 
tions before the Annual Meeting, so that the new chapters 
will be in place, and the new chapter presidents will be in 
place for the first meeting of the 2007 State Board. 

Mid-State Chapter News 

The City of Adrian Parks & Rec. Dept, along with the Mid¬ 
state chapter of the MMBA will be holding the annual 
spring Heritage Park race on May 12th. 

I would like to thank the following companies for their gen¬ 
erous donations to our chapter this past year and for those 
who have already jumped aboard for the 2007 season: 
SRAM Corporation, Tifosi Optics, MRP, Kryptonite, Santa 
Cruz, Krank Dirtwear, Hayes, Profile Design (Titec and 
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Bellwether), and Headsweats. Their donations will be used 
for Mid-State events that will be held during the upcoming 
season. We will also reward our volunteers for their ef¬ 
forts. 

ALRO Plastics (a division of ALRO Steel) has generously 
donated plastic material which will be used to update sign¬ 
age at all of the Mid-State chapter trails. We really appre¬ 
ciate their donation to our chapter. Thank you. 

The Mid-State Chapter will kick off the riding season on 
April 29th with our annual picnic. The picnic will again be 
held at Burchfield Park in Holt starting at 11:00am and 
running throughout the day. I am planning on contacting 
area bike shops to see if they are interested in having bike 
demos as part of the event. Any interested shops may e- 
mail me atjake_p5@comcast.net. 

Our annual meeting will be held on Sunday January 14 th , 
2007. It will be at the Hunt Club in Jackson at 2:00pm. 

2007 chapter elections will be held at this time. I would like 
to discuss chapter events for the year and how we can 
increase our membership base. Last year some of us dis¬ 
cussed meet and greets at local trailheads I would like to 
revisit this idea. I would really like to see a more active 
member base if you can not make it to the meeting please 
e-mail me with your ideas and/or concerns so that I can 
address them at the meeting. 

Lincoln Brick Park update, as some of you know during 
the meeting with Eaton County parks the park officials de¬ 
clined the proposal for mountain bike trails at Lincoln 
Brick. Instead the park board offered an alternative hoping 
for a more family friendly trail system. Their thought was to 
put trails in at Fox Park, which is more of standard, rela¬ 
tively flat, Michigan XC terrain. Currently, we are not push¬ 
ing forward with this effort due to lack of volunteers with 
the project. If there is someone within the chapter who 
feels they would like to take on the role of trail coordinator 
please contact me. 

The trails at Ionia were transferred back to Western 
chapter since we could not secure a trail coordinator this 
was in hopes that it would finally receive the attention that 
it needs. 

On October 7 th , Gregg Iddings and the Mid-State Chapter 
held a Take a Kid Mountain Biking Day at Heritage Park in 
Adrian. I would like to thank everyone who attended the 
event. The day was absolutely beautiful for riding.

In Memory of Dave Fawley: 

Rest In Peace, November 3, 2006 



The world lost a special person 
this year, Dave Fawley, owner of 
Imperial Bike Shop in Saline, 

Michigan. Biking was just one of 
his passions, but he was well- 
known for his expertise and en¬ 
thusiasm when it came to bike 
maintenance and biking in gen¬ 
eral. Many friends of Dave Faw¬ 
ley posted their thoughts on vari¬ 
ous web sites. Here is a collection of those thoughts. 


“I was friends with Dave for about 14 years. I would like 
to say that Dave was a true friend. He was always willing 
to go the extra mile to help anyone out. He loved people. 
No matter if it was your first time walking in the store or if 
you were in there every once in a while, he welcomed you 
with open arms. It was always easier for me to go to the 
shop on the weekends to visit. I would stop in before 
lunch. He made me feel at home in the shop when he 
was there. Kind of like an extended family member. If I 
ever had a question about something on my car, he 
would always say stop by the house and look at it. I will 
miss those days of stopping in at the shop to say "Hello." 

I will always remember him as a great friend. If you knew 
him stop by the myspace page that was created for him. 
Add him as a friend and let's never forget him.”

“Dave started working at a Livonia bike store when he 
was 15 years old. Then he then went on to a Northville 
store to manage; then on to Farmington Hills and then on 
to Walled Lake, He later went to Saline to manage a store 
and bought it 2 years ago. David loved to bike. He took 
the kids in the family biking. They used to think it was fun 
to scare the moms with pictures of the kids climbing and 
biking up hills. They would come back loaded in mud and 
smiling from ear to ear. I remember when David had been 
in a serious biking accident. You think this would deter 
him from riding again. Not Dave- he wanted to go riding 
more and ride harder. Dave had absolutely no fear in any¬ 
thing he did.” 


“Dave meant so much too many kids who hung out at the 
bike shop. The Saline community will be at a loss without 
him and the opportunities and mentoring Dave gave to 
the young people. He will be greatly missed, but always 
remembered.” 

“Several of us LTU students used to make weekly trips to 
hang out at the shop and blow off some LTU classes. He 
was always friendly and helpful, and got a lot of people 
excited about bikes.” 


“I worked across the street from the Imperial Bike Shop 
and later came to appreciate what a service he did for 
the community. Dave would take in any make/model/ 
year bike and fabricate parts to get the bike back on the 
road. I had seen numerous clunkers that families brought 
in from garage sales, from along the side of the road, 
etc. and ask for Dave’s help to get the family riding bikes. 
Dave would always cheerfully accept any project from a 
customer and than spend hours, if not days, working on 
the old bike. My window overlooked the bike shop and 
the wide array of bikes that Dave fixed was incredible. 

He fixed everything from a one speed bikes the one 
grandpa used to ride to the electric bikes. The story was 
often the same: the customer had taken the bike to xx 
shops and nobody could/would fix the bike, so they 
heard Dave could do it and brought it in to him.” 

“Last Xmas I was talking to Dave when a father came in 
with four used bikes and asked for Dave's help. The 
bikes were old and worn, and the guy did not have much 
money and was worried about the condition of the bikes 
for his kids’ Christmas. Dave offered to find new tires and 
reflectors to spiff the bikes up and he would sell the parts 
at costs. Dave also said he would give him a great deal 
on labor since he was slow during Xmas. The father was 
pretty worried since he promised the kids new bikes and 
he could not afford new bikes. Dave just smiled, winked 
and said all was going to be ok and that the bikes would 
be better than new. Wal-Mart cannot tune a bike like his 
shop. Mechanically, I knew these would be great bikes!! 
Dave told me numerous times he enjoyed working with 
customers that needed a little help to get into biking, and 
he hoped they would remember his shop when they 
bought a new bike.” 

“I have known this great man since I was in 6th grade; he 
helped me gain my biking experience and was there all 
the time. If it weren’t for Dave, my father would have 
stricken my biking career down in a heartbeat. He was a 
father, mentor and teacher for me and always advocated 
what is righteous and honorable. When I called him al¬ 
most every day after school to see what was up, and talk 
about bikes and bitch about my parent’s inability to un¬ 
derstand mountain biking like we did, he always told me 
to respect them no matter what. I loved the shop, the 
smell of it, the sounds of pressurized air shooting 
through metal nozzles which Dave held in his calloused 
hands. If it weren’t for him, I would not be riding today. 

To his family I gave my deepest condolences and 
prayers. May all of our love and care be given to you in 
these dark hours.” 

“Dave was very important to his family and right now he 
is showing us how much he loves us by bringing all of his 
friends together. He talked about each and everyone of 
you. And by all of you being here for us, it is showing us 
all that Dave is still here taking care of us. All I ask is to 
please keep him alive in some way so that his memory 
will not fade from you hearts.”
